JAPANESE-CONTROLLED MONEY 
IN CIRCULATION IN NORTH CHINA 


PEIPING, March 10.—The Pei- 
ping Chinese Provisional Govern- 
ment, dominated by the Japanese 
conquerors, announces its new 
“Federal Reserve Bank of China,” 
opening today, will be the sole bank 
of issue and its notes ultimately 
will be the only legal tender. 

The Provisional Government. 
composed largely of elderly Chinese, 


some of them officials in former 


munications, the Hopeh Provincial 
Bank and the Hast Hopeh Bank 
will be allowed to circulate for a 
year, after which they must be re- 
deemed at par. Notes of other 
banks must be redeemed within 
three months. 

The new currency will be pegged

(The Chinese 
dollar, or yuan, has been worth 
29.6 cents.) This will be insured, 
officials said, by a credit of 100, 
000,000 yen ($29,000,000) from Jap- 
anese sources. 
Severe penalties are provided ‘or 
speculation, smuggling of silver or 
other acts tending to undermine 
the new currency.

Sam Brenner, Democratic judge, 
got three years’ imprisonment at 
Leavenworth Penitentiary and was 
fined $100. 

Ernest Williams, Democratic pre- 
cinct captain, was sentenced to two 
years at Leavenworth and was 
fined $100. 

Herman Supofsky, Democratic 
challenger, was given six months in 
Platte County Jail and was fined 


$100. 
Woman Sent to Jail. 


Ellis Buck, a Democratic judge, 
and Mrs. Ruth Tucker, a Democrat- 


ic clerk, were each sentenced to a 
month in jail and fined $100. 

Mrs. Viola Doss and Mrs. Louise 
Davis, Republican judges who 
pleaded “no. contest,” the former 
testifying for the Government. in 
the eleventh vote fraud trial con- 
cluded last Friday, were given 10 
days in jail and fined §25.

Morgenthau's Statement. 

The House accepted tentatively

concern. Whitney is its treasurer, 
and there is testimony that $125,- 
000 of its securities are missing 
from the portfolio of his firm, Rich- 
ard Whitney & Co. 


Away from his office, Whitney 
has led the life of the country 
squire. Owner of a 499-acre estate 
near Somerville, N. J., he has kept 
a stable of thoroughbred horses 
and served as president of the Es- 
sex Fox Hounds. Since his crash, 
the New York Trust Co. has re- 
corded a mortgage on this property, 
given last September as collateral 
for a $300,000 loan. 


Like Figaro’s nobleman, Whitney 
“took pains to be well born.” He 
is one of the Boston Whitneys, of 
very old New England stock, who 
are not to be confused with the 
New York Whitneys. He was born 
at Beverly, Mass., on Aug. 1, 1888, 
three years after the birth of his 
brother, George. His father was 
president of a small Boston bank, 
and his uncle, Edward Whitney, 
was first a correspondent banker 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. and then a 
member of the firm. 

Had Specialized Training. 

Richard Whitney received the spe- 
cialized training enjoyed by those 
youths destined to high rank among 
the rulers of finance. His prepara- 
tory school was Groton, most 
aristocratic of seminaries, where 
a lad of acceptable birth, conven- 
tional principles and athletic prow- 
ess may form life-long friendships 
with future social and financial 
power. He was center on the Gro- 
ton eleven, and captain of the base- 
ball team. At Harvard he turned 
to the more select sport of row- 
ing, and made the varsity crew in 
his junior year. Muscle alone does 
not count there. High social posi- 
tion is absolutely essential to make 
the crew. His club was the 
august Porcellian, most glittering 
of those “gold coast” fraternities 
which exist primarily for exclusive- 
ness. 

After a year with the dignified 
banking house of Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., in Boston, Whitney followed 
his uncle and brother to New York, 
joining the Wall street firm of Pot- 
ter, Choate & Prentice. By 1912, 
when he was 23 years old, he had 
his own seat on the Stock Exchange 
and membership in the veteran 
brokerage house of Cummings & 


Marckwald. In 1916, three weeks 


after his marriage, he hung out his 
own shingle as Richard Whitney & 
Co. During the war, when he was 
in his early thirties, he was a dol- 
lar-a-year man in the food admin- 
istration, and on his return to New 
York was elected a member of the 
omnipotent governing committee of 
the Stock Exchange. 
In the 1929 Crash. 

He was vice-president of the ex- 
change in October, 1929, when the 
great crash came, and the absence 
of its president, E. H. H. Simmons 
on a honeymoon in Honolulu sud- 
denly made Whitney the man of 
the hour. He responded on Oct. 24 
with an exploit which set telegraph 
wires to humming all 
world. At 1:30 p. m. Richard Whit- 
ney, Morgan man, was seen run- 
ning across the exchange floor to 
post 2. Charging through the crowd, 
he shouted: “I bid 205 for 25,000 
steel!” Instantly the whole mar- 
ket rallied, and steel went to 206%. 
The message sped forth to the ends 
of. the earth: 

“Richard Whitney halts stock 
panic—Morgar? broker buys 25,000 
steel at 205—heroic action rallies 
market.“ | 

It is true that Whitney actually 
bought only 200 shares of Steel at 
his price, and that a week later the 
panic dived to greater depths than 
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ever. But he was held to have 
covered himself with glory. News- 
papers reported his every remark 
and smile, and some gave even the 
angle at which his hat was tilted. 
These were thougnt to be infallible 
indexes of the market. His stub- 
born refusal to close the Exchange 
caused him to be hailed as a gen- 
eral-in-chief of finance, cool, intrep- 
id and sagacious. It was inevitable 
that his admiring fellows should 
elect him to the presidency of the 
Exchange in 1930. He was 41 years 
old, the youngest president in the 
history of that organization. 


During the next five years, Wash- 
ington came to know Whitney well 
—his large, regular, good-looking 
features composed in the iron mask 
of a poker player; his jet black hair 
beginning to show threads of gray; 
his keen, dark eyes set deeply un- 
der prominent brows; his six feet 
and 210 pounds of bulk, carried 
with the lightness of a former ath- 
lete. 


At Gridiron dinners, he was al- 
ways summoned to rise and endure 
the irradiation of a spotlight, as 
the honored president of the New 
York Stock Exchange. He also be- 


came a frequent witness before 
Senate committees, and was cele- 
brated in national headlines for his 
testimony before the Banking and 
Currency Committee, during 1932, 
that short selling and marginal buy- 
ing were the two legs of specula- 
tion, preserving the market’s equi- 
librium, and with it the stability of 
industry and finance:

NEW. YORK, March 10.— The 
market crash of 1929 and the fol- 
lowing depression brought on num- 
erous investigations of financial in- 
stitutions, including the Pecora in- 
vestigation of the Stock Exchange. 
Richard Whitney was delegated the 
spokesman of the Associated Stock 
Exchanges, an organization com- 
posed of all exchanges in the coun- 

Whitney. proved to be one of the 
most vigorous critics the admini- 
stration had to face. When the 
Fletcher-Rayburn bill was being 
discussed, he charged that it would 
eliminate odd-lot dealers and spe- 
cialists and generally wreck the 
functioning of the exchange. 

“The new bill’s underlying pur- 
pose is to carry out the social theo- 
ries of those who believe that the 
Federal Government should control 
not only credit and the operation 
of stock exchanges, but also all 
commerce and industry,” Whit- 
ney said. 

Pecora charged that Whitney 
was objecting to anything and 
everything, and that he was not 
sincere in his criticisms. 


The truculent attitude of the ex- 
change president convinced many 
brokers that he had so alienated 
himself from ‘the administration 
that it would be impossible for the 
exchange to work in any kind of 
harmony with the newly created 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion which Congress had set up in 
spite of Whitney’s opposition. 

The exchange membership 
aligned itself in two camps, those 


who supported Whitney, the “old 


guard,” and supporters of a liberal 
ticket, “the New Deal crowd.” 
Large commission houses, which 
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deal directly with the public as op- 
posed to houses of the Whitney 
type which deal largely with other 
brokers, saw their business greatly 
harmed if a continual feud was 
to rage between the commission 
and the exchange’s chief executive 
officer. 

John W. Hanes was proposed by 
the extreme left winge and 
Charles R. Gay by the mbdderate 
liberals. At first, Whitney refused 
to retire from the ticket, but pres- 
sure was brought to bear by influ- 
ential friends and he withdrew his 
name from consideration. Hanes 
then withdrew and Gay became the 
unopposed candidate. Whitney con- 
tinued as a stout defender of the 
status quo, contending that the 
exchange, as then organized, was 
as near perfect as the mind of man 
could make it.

FOUR MEN HURT IN FIRE 
AT DETROIT GOODWILL PLANT 


Women Among Hundred Handi- 
capped Persons Employed There. 
March Out Safely.

DETROIT, March 10.—At least 
four persons were injured today 
when flames swept a six-story 
downtown building where 100 crip- 
pled or handicapped persons em- 
ployed by Goodwill Industries, Inc., 
were working. Two employes who 
suffered burns, as they fled down 
fire escapes sald they believed most 
of the workers in their depart- 
ments reached safety. 

Rescue crews were unable te 

enter the building more than an 
hour after the fire was discovered 
on the second floor. Firemen ex- 
pressed belief collapse of the walls 
was probable. 
A majority of the women em- 
ployed by the Goodwill Industries, 
a charitable organization, were in 
a basement cafeteria and marched 
to the street without harm. 

Charles Copenhouer, 65 years 
old, was injured in a leap from the 
fourth floor when he bounced out 
of a firemen’s net. Teofil Skorup- 
ski, 72, and Chester Bayliss, were 
burned on hands and face as they 
fled down fire escapes. Frank No- 
vak, fireman, was slightly hurt in 
a fall from a fire ladder.

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land Morris Had Robbed 


Russell Mitchell and Rolland Mor- 
ris, who were charged with the rob- 
bery of an East St. Louis taxicab 
driver Nov. 1 when Morris aceident- 
ally shot himself, will never be 
brought to trial for the robbery. 

The charge against Mitchell, who 
had’ signed a statement that he and 
Morris held up the taxicab driver, 
was dismissed in Circiut Court at 
Belleville yesterday when his attor- 
ney directed attention to the fact 
that he had been held in jail for 


more than four months without- 


trial: Dismissal was mandatory un- 
der Illinois law, which provides that 
defendants in custody are entitled 
to trial within four months. 


The four-month provision did not 
apply to Morris, who has been on 
bond, but the State’s Attorney’s of- 
fice dismissed the case against him 
because Mitchell’s testimony would 
have been needed by the prosecu- 
tion. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Fred J. Bier told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter “it goes without saying” 
that Mitchell, freed of charges, 
would not have testified against 
Morris. 

Period Expired Week Ago. 

The period within which Mitch- 
ell might have been tried ‘expired 
March 2. The dismissed charges 
cannot be revived. 

Assistant State’s Attorney R. V. 
Gustin told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he accepted “full responsi- 
bility” for the dismissals. He in- 
sisted, however, that he had a gen- 
tlemen's agreement” with Mitchell's 


attorney, John A. Sprague, that} 


Mitchell would not invoke the four- 
month rule to avoid trial. 

The case was originally docketed 
for a session beginning Feb. 1, Gus- 
tin said, but near the close of that 
two-week session of court it became 
apparent that it would not be pos- 
sible to try all the cases docketed. 
Sprague agreed then, he said, to 
a later trial for his client. 

No court record was made of a 
continuance granted by consent of 
both State and defense. Had there 
been such a record, it would have 
stayed operation of the law, which 
required dismissal of the charges 
against Mitchell. 

Driver Robbed of $14. 

Morris was found wounded in the 
abdomen on the night of Nov. 1 
beside the taxicab he and Mitchell 
had stolen from Earl Simpson, 
whom they robbed of $14. Morris 
told police he had shot himself ac- 
cidentally, in putting the revolver 
under his belt. 

Mitchell was arrested the same 
night when police learned that he 
had been with Morris.

Because the Legislatire’s action 
in subpenaing Mooney was without 
precedent, Warden Court Smith of 
San Quentin prison sought the opin- 
ion of the Attorney-General, whose 
office upheld the legality of the 
subpena. 

A resolution declaring Mooney 
innocent and ordering his release

March, but died in the Senate. 

An appeal by Mooney for a writ 
of habeas corpus has been before 
the courts more than two years.

monopoly, they might have won 
more anti-trust cases. 

Ballinger asserted that “toll tak- 
ers” in Wall Street had been lead- 
ers in building up monopoly by 
“plotting for the last 50 years to 
cheat, force or maneuver more hon- 
est men out of their property.”

Except for several carpenters 
who went along to build homes, 
their only companions for the next 
three months will be South Sea 
birds, island rats and hermit crabs.

Officials Study Precedent. 

Following London dispatches 
which mentioned the possibility of 
a British proposal for joint con- 
trol over the islands, officials 
studied precedents for such an ac- 
tion. They were interested in the 
case of the new Hibrides Islands, 
lying 500 miles west of the Fiji 
Islands, and operated under joint 
English-French control since 1906. 

The fact that Canton and Ender- 
bury islands may be used for com- 
mercial aviation between the Unit- 
ed States and British dominions 
was considered. : 

Canton’s quiet eight-mile lagoon 
is likely to become a base for Pan 
American Airways in its projected 
commercial service between Hono- 
lulu and New Zealand, it was said. 

Pan American aviators in survey 
flights last year used Kingman’s 
Reef, 800 miles from Honolulu, and 
American Samoa as bases. By using 
Canton’s lagoon, officials said, the 
flying boats could fly to New Zea- 
land with only one stop. 


$500,000,000 HOUSING FUND 
WILL BE EARMARKED NOW 


Nathan Straus, Administrator, Says 
Action Will Expedite Slum 


Clearance. 
WASHINGTON, March 10. — 
Nathan Straus, Federal Housing 
Authority Administrator, an- 
nounced yesterday the efitire $500,- 


000,000 provided by the Housing 


Act would be earmarked now for 
slum clearance projects. 

“The size of several projects and 
the amount of the loans to be sub- 
mitted shortly to the President, for 
approval, will be materially in- 
creased by reason of this action,” 
he said. 

The Housing Authority already 
has earmarked $168,445,000 for 50 
cities in 19 states. Under the law, 
not more than $300,000,000 of the 
total fund may be spent before 
July 1, 1939. Heretofore, the policy 
has been not to earmark any of the 
$200;000,000 reserved for spending 
after that date. 

Straus said, however, that ear- 
marking the entire $500,000,000 
would expedite the program by en- 
abling the cities to make their 
plans now on the basis of a com- 
plete, three-year program.

Occasionally in the passing crowd, a dreamer, it 
may be, has paused to muse on this ancient. artisan- 
ship, to wonder, perhaps, whether he is gazing at 
the last act in the drama of immemorial labor.

If anything should anger the American 
people, it is this bill. If there is such a 
thing as righteous wrath and indignation, 
the people should have it. This includes 
everyone—the veteran as well, who will be 
betrayed if such legislation is enacted. Ca- 
bles from Tokio show that even the Jap- 
anese House of Representatives has mus- 
tered the courage to rebel against a similar 
bill, These Japanese say that it will mean 
the end of debate—and hence the people will 
know nothing of what is going on. The May 
military mobilization bill will certainly mean 
just that. Debate will no longer be neces- 
sary, for all power will be in the executive. 

By the National Defense Act, which is 
now in effect, the President has enormous 
powers in war-time. He can appropriate 
private property to public uses; he can or- 
der a manufacturer to sell to the Govern- 
ment at reasonable prices goods already 
otherwise contracted for at even a higher 
price. Under the act, he has numerous 
other powers that may be exercised in war- 
time. But besides that, under the Constitu- 
tion, the executive is the Commander-in- 
Chief of all military and naval forces, with 
additional powers of almost unlimited pro- 
portions. 

It may be fairly said, therefore, that no 
necessity exists for this bill, 

Its enactment would in no Way assure us 
that anyone would be prevented from prof- 
iteering to the high heavens in time of war. 
The real purpose shows on every page 
which is the transfer to one man of practic- 
ally all governmental power. If enacted into 
law, that is all the bill will do. 

The bill could be condensed into a f 


ew 
lines, to the effect that “Congress hereby em- 


ernment, and although said to be “tempo- 
rary,” yet there would be no assurance of 
a surrender of despotic power. 

The bill as drawn will in no way guar- 
antee the prevention of profiteering. It 
authorizes the President to fix certain prices

The very idea of seeking to control prof- 


its with reference to prices prevailing at a 
given date or dates is preposterous, for the 
increased production to meet war démands 
might, and doubtless will, boost profits sky- 
high at the fixed prices.

Officials of Board Announce Re- 
sult of Canvass; C I O Central 
Labor Body for Proposal. 

Pledges to vote for the proposi- 
tion for retention of the school tax 
rate of 85 cents have been ob- 
tained by the Board of Education 
employes from about 80,000 voters, 
school officials announced today. 

A resolution indorsing the 85 
cent rate was adopted unanimous- 
ly last night by the St. Louis In- 


dustrial Union-Council, central body 
of C I O unions, meeting at 1722 
Washington avenue.

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Committee Says It Is for More 
| Adequate, Not Socialized, 
Medical Care, 


Bpecial:to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 10.—The Com- 
mittee of Physicians, which 
aroused the wrath of the Journal 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. by advocating proposals for 
extending more adequate medical 
care, denied that it is working in 
opposition to the medical associa- 
tion or that it favors socialized 
medicine, in a statement in today’s 
issue of the Journal of the A., M. 
A. ; 

The statement was an outgrowth 


of the meeting here Feb, 17 of trus- 
tees of the A. M. A. and a delega- 
tion representing the Committee of 
now claiming 800 mem- 
bers. The delegation, which includ- 
ed Dr. Borden S. Veeder, St. Louis 
pediatrician, demanded the Journal 
of the A. M. A. print a statement 
clarifying the position and actions 
of the Committee of Physicians. 

Until today the committee had 
been unsuccessful in its efforts to 
answer editorials in the Journal of 
the A. M. A. The committee’s 
principles and proposals were de- 
feated at the last convention of the 
medical association in Atlantic 
City. 

Committee’s Statement. 

Today's statement from the com- 
mittee declared: 

“The Committee of Physicians 
that presented certain principles 
and proposals to medical organiza- 
tions in the hope that they might 
contribute ‘to a discussion of the 
subject of medical care in the 
United States’ and ‘suggest the 
lines along which effort may be 
made by voluntary, local, state and 
Federal agencies to improve medi- 
cal care’ believes that an impres- 
sion prevails in the minds of some 
individuals that it is working in 
opposition to the American Medical 
Association and that it is advocat- 
ing such governmental subridies for 
medical agencies as would result in 
government control of medical 
practice, 

“These impressions seem to have 
clouded the issues appropriate to 
the discussion. To clear the field, 
it is here stated that such action 
is. foreign to the thoughts and in- 
tent of these physicians.” 

Regarding an editorial in the 
Journal of the A. M. A., Oct. 16, 
which stressed the danger of Fed- 
eral subsidies and usurpation by the 
Government of control of medical 
schools, research and private hos- 
pitals, the Committee of Physicians 
asserted “the issue here raised 
seems quite irrelevant.” 

“Tf unfortunate publicity was giv- 
en the principles and proposals 
prior to their consideration by the 
medical societies, the editorial in 
the Journal of the A. M. A., Oct. 
16, is largely to blame,” the state- 
ment continued, 

No Outside Influence. 

“The purposes of the committee 
were not influenced by other per- 
sons or bodies. It had no ulterior 
motives. To imply such is beside 
the point if one is concerned in dis- 
cussing improvement in medical 


care. 


“Tt is pertinent to note that a 
relatively small number of the 430 
signators whose names were made 
public Nov. 7 have written to the 
committee asking that their names 
be withdrawn from the list, while 
a considerable number have with- 
out further solicitation added their’ 
indorsements.” 

Among those who signed the 
principles and proposals were 20 
St. Louis physicians and surgeons, 
one of whom subsequently with- 
drew. The Journal of the A. M. A. 
charged that signatures had been 
obtained unfairly and that requests 
that names be removed from the 
list of signatories had been received 
in wholesale fashion. This the 
Committee of Physicians denied ve; 
hemently. 

What Committee Advocates. 

“The committee believes that the 
principles and proposals present 
certain positive proposals which, if 
considered thoughtfully, may con- 
tribute to constructive action by 
the profession through the appro- 
priate channels provided by med- 
ical organizations,” the statement 
concluded. It was signed by Dr. 
John P. Peters, secretary, professor 
of medicine at Yale University. 

The basic principle advocated by 
the Committee of Physicians is 
“That the health of the people is a 
direct concern of the Government.” 

Among the proposals were that 
preventive medicine be  empha- 
sized, that more adequate medical 
care be provided for the indigent, 
and that Government funds be ob- 
tained for medical education, re- 
search and hospitals,

Sanford Martin Withers, 46 years 
old, of Denver, Colo., expert in 
radium and X-ray therapy, died of 
aplastic anemia and bronchial pneu- 
monia Tuesday in Rockefeller In- 
stitute. Hospital, after showing 
symptoms similar to those of vic- 
tims of excess X-radiation. 

The body was cremated at Harts- 
dale, N. T., yesetrday. 

Dr. Robert C. Fisher, assistant 
medical examiner, gave anemia as 
the cause of death, but added “his- 
tory of exposure to X-ray.” 

When he entered the hospital 
early this year, Dr. Withers said 
he had exposed himself to scatter 
radiation in administration of 
X-ray treatments. 

Director of radiotian therapist 
of the Denver Cancer Clinic and 
principal of the radiation therapy 
department of the Denver Gen- 
eral Hospital, Dr. Withers owned 
one of the nation’s most complete 
libraries on radium and patented 
several widely used therapeutic ap- 
pliances. 

A native of Clearwater, Mo., Dr, 
Withers studied chemical engineer- 
ing at Washington University, St. 
Louis. 

He served variously as assistant 
city chemist of Kansas City, Mo., 

1910-11, with Base Hospital No. 

of the British Army during the 
World War, and as resident physi- 
cian at the Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, St. Louis. 

He established the Colorado 
School of Radiation Therapy in 
1921, acted as medical consultant 
of the Radium Co. of Colorado, 
Mallinckrodt Chemical Works ia 
St. Louis and the Magnuson X-ray 
Co. of Omaha.

Surviving are his wife, the for- 
mer Matilda J. Bransbetter of 
Wellsville, Mo., and two children.

Dear Mrs. Post: .
